ATOMIC TEST POSTPONEMENT 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., May 1 (AP) 
—Intense radiation from last Sat- 
urday’s atomic test at. Yucca Fiat 
has forced postponement of an- 
other nuclear experiment sched- 
uled for tomorrow. 

The test will be held May 16, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
announced yesterday in shuffling 
dates for the next three tests in 
the spring series. Last Saturday's 
big explosion left residual radia- 
tion so strong on the ground that 
it was unsafe for workers and 
scientists to set up equipment for 
the scheduled test. 

The dates now set are May 7, 
16 and 23, with the atomic can- 
non. slated to be tested on the 
final date. This was changed from 
May 21. The A.E.C. did not give 
the reason, but presumably it is 
to give scientists more time to set 
up the test. Originally, a two-week

20,000 CIVILIANS 
ON U.S. PAYROLL 
FIRED IN MARCH 


WASHINGTON, M May 1 (AP)— 
A drop of more than 20,000 in the 
Government’s civilian payroll in 
March, the first full month of the 
Eisenhower Administration’s new 
check-rein on federal employ- 
ment, was reported today.

INDICTED IN NEW YORK 


Charged With Conspiring to 
Operate Bookmaking Ring . 
on Staten Island:

NE WYORK, May 1—Fifteen 
bookmakers and eight present or. 
former plainclothes men were in- 
dicted yesterday on charges of 
conspiring to operate a multi- 
million dollar bookmaking ring 
on Staten island. The island, in 
New York harbor, is a borough 
of the city. : 
The true bill spells out the 
same situation which was exposed 
three years ago involving bookie 
Harry Gross and police on his 
payroll in Brooklyn, The indict- 
ment was filed by the Staten 
island rackets grand jury after a 
12-month investigation, directed 
by Special] Prosecutor William B. 
Herlands, The inquiry is far from 
finished, he said. 
Herlands identified two of the 
three notorious D’Allessio broth- 
ers, John (Johnny Dee) and Alex- 
ander (Pope Dee), as the bosses 
of the racket, which had flour- 
ished undisturbed from 1938 to 
1952. The two “Dees” and the 
other 13 gamblers also were ac- 
cused in a criminal information 
of conspiring to violate the gam- 
bling laws. 
In addition, Johnny Dee was 
charged in a separate indictment 
with preparing phony evidence 
for co-operative police in ar- 
ranging for a “stiff,” or accom- 
modation arrest, in order to keep 
the plainclothes squad arrest rec- 
ord up to par. 
The eight police defendants 
made up the entire plainclothes 
squad assigned to wipe out gam- 
bling on the island. As a result 
of a shakeup in the plainclothes 
division, they had been trans- 


ferred in January 1950 - from 
Brooklyn, where Gross operated,

on it. He was put in Dachau, and 
afterward in Buchenwald. 

In 1939, some friends managed 
to get him released. The tired, 
almost broken man was offered 
employment in the Shanghai 
Methodist Hospital, from which 
he went to the American Meth- 
odist Hospital in Kaesong, on the 
Thirty-eighth Parallel. 

At 5 am. on June 25, 1950, 
North Korean tommy - gunners 
jumped into his room and dragged 
him, half-dressed, to the prison. 
There he found the other mem- 
bers of the American Methodist 
Mission. 

All day, as is the rule in Orien- 
tal jails, Dr. Kisch was made to 
squat. He was shouted at and 
starved. Then, packed in a cat- 
tle truck with so many people in 
it he could only sit with his legs 
drawn up to his in, he was 
made to wait for ys in Seoul 
station, forbidden to get out, even 
when United Nations planes 
strafed the sidings. Miraculously 
he was not hit. 

Dr. Kisch, who for a pittance, 
devoted his skill to the service 
of the Koreans, was imprisoned 
because he was not a Com- 
munist. During his captivity he 
said his greatest hardship was 
not being allowed to use his 
knowledge to cure anyone. 

Dr. Kisch, who survived Da- 
chau and Buchenwald, died of 
starvation in North Korea. 

His story can be told because 
he is dead. The stories of others 
who are still alive in the hands

“A proper reorganization of the

He added. that in any case, be- 
fore the military budget is re- 
duced the reasons why reductions 
are considered justifieti. should 
be presented to the people, “be- 
cause the only way a democracy 
can live is for the people to have 
the truth.”

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The Record on Election Reform 


One of the principal tasks of the present Mis- 
souri Legislature was to. modernize the. state’s 
voting laws. So far the record is inconsistent. 

The House has just killed a bill for a blanket 
primary ballot. This would have put all party 
candidates on one sheet, so voters would not 
have to declare their party choice. As a measure 
to protect secrecy of the ballot, it ought to be 
resurrected by the Senate. 

A bill to shift the August primary date to 
June has been approved by a Houge commit- 
tee, but was withdrawn from considefation once 
in the Senate, Opponents there argued that 
farmers are busy in June, Surely a June date 
would attract more voters and more interest, 
however, than a dog-days primary. 

A proposal for a presidential preference pri- 
mary has not gone very far, and it seems unlike- 
ly that Missourians will be allowed to express 
their preferences for the nation's highest office. 

On the constructive side, the Senate passed 
a bill to allow a simple vote of Yes or Ne on 
bond issues and propositions: This is expected 
to pass in the House and will do away with 
the confusion involved in scratching Yes to 
vote No and vice versa. 

The Senate also passed a bill to permit use of 
voting machines, in order to assuré a quicker, 
more accurate count of votes. The Senate 
measure makes it more difficult than the House 
version for voters themselves to demand voting 
machines, but will probably become law. 

Moreover, the Senate has advaneed to final 
passage a dozen bills intended to simplify the 
state’s scattered election code. One of these 
would promote permanent registration. 

A bill to limit access of minority parties to 
the ballot has, been passed by both houses and 
signed by Gov. Donnelly. The first effect of this 


measure will be to bar seven recognized minor- | 


ity parties from Missouri elections, 

The sum total of legislative action is the best 
in many years, because recent Legislatures have 
done little to improve the election process. But 
the bills for a better primary date and more 
secret primary ballot should not be left in more 
or less suspended animation.

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‘ The Roberts Case, Continued 

Where C. Wesley Roberts is concerned, Kan- 
sans have memories as long as the proverbial 
prairie mile. Already investigated by the Legis- 
lature, Roberts is now being investigated by At- 
torney General Harold Fatzer. 

The legislative committee found that Roberts 
had violated the spirit of the state lobbying law 
by taking an $11,000 fee in a state hospital deal. 
Roberts then resigned as Republican National 
Chairman. What Fatzer now wants to discover 

‘ is whether Roberts actually violated the lobbying 
law in dealings with the Cities Service Gas Co, 

Roberts told the legislative investigators that 
he got $3750 from this powerful utility. He was 
paid, he said, to supply information about legis- 
lative matters—bills and so. on—affecting the 
company. He denied he had lobbied for or against 
any bills and produced a letter from the com- 
pany instructing him not to lobby. 

The inyestigators brought out that Cities Serv- 
ice could have bought the. same information for 
much less money from a legislative service. What 
bothered them was how Roberts could ask legis- 
lators about the progress of bills without, some- 
how indicating what he thought ought to be done 
with them. Roberts himself explained it in 42 
wandering words: 

' I may have approached some legislators in 
discussing with them how they felt about it 
from the standpoint of knowing whether the 
bill was going to pass but not from any point 


of view — certainly not for the company 
which employed me.

The death of Robert Marion LaFollette 
Jr. by his: own hand,‘ has shocked and 
saddened countless Americans to whom 
he was the authentic symbol of democracy 
at high tide. The end came as a tragic 
epilogue to a father-and-son story which 


spanned nearly half a century in the 


United States Sen- 
ate — a story that 
chronicled the rise 
of anindigenous 
American progressiv- 
ism whose imprint is 
to be found in almost 
every fofward-look- 
ing law of our time. 
I think I have some 
appreciation of how 
much Bob LaFollette 
gave to the struggle 
for a better life for 
all. I knew him as 
a friend for 15 years 
and for half that Robert M. LaFollette Jr. 
span as my chief; he 
was president and I the editor of The 
Progressive. I have been with him when 
the dawn came up the day after election, 
in victory and defeat; on turbulent cam- 
paign tours when he would fight his heart 
out from early morning to midnight, and 
on a few rare occasions when he would 
allow himself to be lured to the north 
woods for a day or two of t fishing. 
Bob LaFollette brought to the Sena 
incorruptible in , parliamentary skill 
without parallel - or now, a clear, 
studious mind, a selfless’ devotion to the 
public interest, a conviction that means 
were as important as ends, and an awe- 
some capacity for hard work, which often 
taxed his Strength to the breaking point. 


As Will Rogers Put It 


He never rose in the Senate until he 
had mastered the subject of debate. He 
spurned every form of sensationalism. His 
influence in: the Senate became so great 
that although he was a Progressive minor- 
ity of one, he was often more effective 
behind the scenes than party leaders who 
commanded large blocs of votes. 

Bob LaFollette’s impact on the legisla- 
tion of his time was decisive. Often, espe- 
cially in the early years, his views were 
hooted down until bitter experience proved 
the soundness of what had been jeered at 
as “wild-eyed radicalism.” :

“Young Bob LaFollette made the real 
speech of the convention.

His Concern for Peace 


“Freedom, as I understand its fullest 
and richest meaning, is the preservation 
by the people of their individual liberties 
—civil, political and religious—while band- 
ing together as a free people to elect a 
Government of their own choosing for the 
purpose of providing for the common wel- 
fare of all. Se 

“The choice is not between food and 
freedom. We can have both. There is a 
middle way—an American, democratic way 
-—to give the people what they need and 
want without the surrender of basic. politi- 
cal rights.” 

Bob LaFollette opposed American in- 
volvement in World War II. He was con- 
vinced that war would multiply rather 
than solve the deep maladjustments which 
gave rise to totalitarianism, whether brown, 
red or black. When war came, however, he 
threw his great talents into the struggle 
to speed it to a successful conclusion and 
into the challenge to build a just peace. 

Repeatedly during the years of war 
Bob LaFollette pleaded with the Admin- 
istration to use its immense wartime bar- 
gaining power to secure agreement from 
our Allies that would give life and mean- 
ing to the generalities of the Atlantic Char- 
ter and the Four Freedoms.

A Tactical Korean Truce. 


In discussing the developments 
since Stalin’s death, we have all 
asked ourselves whether they re- 
flect a tactical or a strategical 
turn. And that compels us to ask 
ourselves what concretely would 
be the difference between a tac- 
tical and a strategical change in 
the policy of the Soviet Union. 

My answer to that question is 
that every development must be 
considered as tactical as long as 
the military frontier between the 
Communist orbit and the non- 
Communist world is unaltered. 

Thus a Korean truce at the 
existing line of battle, desirable 
as it is, is in itself no more than 
a tactical development. ‘ So too 
would agreements to improve re- 
lations in and around Berlin be 
merely tactical if the basic mili- 
tary situation which leaves Ber- 
lin surrounded is not altered. 

So too are the change of tone 
in the Soviet press, and the in- 
stances of accommodation. 


Withdrawal of Red Army. 


As long as the military frontier 
of the two armed coalitions re- 
mains where it now is, there has 
been no strategic change in the 
cold war. A strategic change will 
be marked, I believe, by serious 
proposals of a kind that must be 
negotiated for a withdrawal of 
armies. Unless and until there 
are serious proposals of this kind, 
the prudent presumption is that 
everything is tactical because the 
power to reverse it is unchanged. 

The withdrawal. of the Red 
Army from Germany, Austria and 
Eastern Europe could not, how- 
ever, be merely tactical. For, 
once the army was withdrawn, the 
Soviet Union would no longer ex- 
ercise the same degree of power 
in Eastern Europe. 

We do not know that the Soviet 
Union has decided to bring about 


a strategic change. But it is not 
impossible. It is by no means any 
longer inconceivable. 

Since it might be coming, one of 


the questions we must ask 
selves igs what to watch, what to 
look for. We should look,

Titoism in the Kremlin? 


The Soviet national interest 
would have been served by a with- 
drawal, with all the effect that 
would have had on Germany and 
France, except for the threat of 
a violent reaction in the released 
satellite nations against the cruel- 
ty and the exploitation of Sta- 


ism. 

It is by no means impossible 
that Stalin’s successors, if they 
are liquidating Stalinism, would 
expect to find in that very fact 
the solution of their problem in 
the satellite countries. 

What, for example, would hap- 
pen if Titoism were to prevail in 
the Kremlin itself, and were to 
become, as Tito has always:said it 
was, the true doctrine as distin- 
guished from the Stalinist heresy? 
I don’t say this is happening. 
But I think it could be happen- 
ing, and it is worth thinking care- 
fully about. For the consequences 
on the whole diplomatic structure 
of eastern Europe would be enor- 
mous. ]

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Withers Is Fourth Democratic 
Casualty Since November 
Election. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
For the fourth time since last 
November's elections, death has 
widened temporarily the narrow 
margin by which Republicans con- 
trol the House of Representatives. 

Latest casualty was Represent- 
ative Garrett Lee Withers of Ken- 


tucky who, like three other House 
members of the eighty-third Con- 
gress who have died, was a Demo- 
crat. 

Withers, one of the few men to 
serve in the House after a term in 
the Senate, died late yesterday of 
a cerebral hemorrhage at Be- 
thesda Naval Hospital. He was 68 
years old. 

Withers was elected to the 
House at a special election last 
August and in November was re- 
elected to a full two-year term. 
He was a Senator in 1949 and 
1950, having been appointed to 
fill the vacancy caused by election 
of Alben W. Barkley as vice presi- 
dent. 

He did not seek election to a 
full Senate term but was elected 
to the Kentucky legislature during 
the period between his Senate and 
House service. 

Withers’s death reduced the 
House Democratic membership to 
210, a net loss of three seats since 
the election. Three other Demo- 
crats, Adolph Sabath of Illinois, 
Eugene Cox of Georgia and 
Joseph Bryson of South Carolina, 
died previously. A fourth Demo- 
crat, Thomas Stanley of Virginia, 
resigned to seek the governorship 
of his state. ~- 

Special elections have sent 
Democrats to fill the Cox and 
Stanley vacancies. Similar elec- 
tions to be held in South Caro- 
lina, Illinois and Kentucky are ex- 
pected to restore the Democratic 
membership to its original 213.

He told the dinner guests,’ as- 
sembled to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, that there was a parallel 
“between the momentous events 
of our times and the equally mo- 
mentous events of 150 years ago.” 
“Then, as now, the world was 
faced with a dictator bent upon 
world conquest,” Jackson said. 
“Because of that dictator this 
country took one of its biggest 
steps ever toward unity.” 

Russian Pressure. 
Today, he continued, the pres- 
sure of the Russian regime has 
forced European nations to move 
in the direction of unity. 

Until the advent of the Schu- 
man plan, Jackson said, “each na- 
tion’s coal and steel had been 
wrapped up, protected by tariffs, 
quotas and other restrictive de- 
vices to the ultimate disadvantage 
of the consumer. 

“Now, these tariffs and restric- 
tions are. being torn down and 
under a subsidy arrangement the 
marginal producer—the one who 
cannot produce at competitive 
prices—will be given five years 
to so improve the efficiency of 
his plan that he can meet compe- 
tition, or he will go out of busi- 
ness.” 

‘As a second feature of the 
“European revolution,” Jackson 
cited the European Defense Com- 
munity, “which envisions a joint, 
one-uniform army made up of sol- 
diers from six nations headed by 
a single, international chief-of- 
staff organization.” 

He remarked that the defection 
of Communist Yugoslavia has 
“shown a way out for others be- 
hind the ‘curtain’ who may be 
resenting the magnetic pull of the 
Kremlin’s orbit.”

The pending amendment, which 
will be acted on when the bill 
again comes up for discussion 
next week, would strike out ‘al- 
most the entire body of the bill, 


leaving little more than the title.

An amendment adopted earlier | 
52 to 43 prohibits use of any 
State Highway Department funds 
by the proposed authority for 
preliminary studies on the feasi- 
bility of such roadways.

Mystery of Sleep 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 7 


OT even the ablest physician knows for sure what causes 

sleep. You might be interested in some of the theories 

and facts about it as. well as what you can do to fall asleep 
easier. : 

The ancient Greeks thought of sleep as a retirement of 
blood from the brain to the larger vessels of the body. When 
you awakened, it was becaus@ the blood had returned to 
the brain. Even Aristotle subscribed to this belief. 

Oddly enough, one of the modern researchers on the 
workings of the body, William Henry Howell, revived this 
ancient theory in modern terms. He, too, thought sleep was 
due to a lessening of blood supply to the brain. 


| =x * 

ONE OF THE oan ACCEPTABLE current theories is 
that there is either a sleep center or a wakefulness center 
in a certain~ portion of the brain. While your muscles are 
tense for working, the wakefulness center is stimulated to 
keep you awake. When these muscle impulses become less 
and your thinking quiets down, the wakefulness center stops 
working and you go to sleep. If it is a sleep center, it works 
just the opposite, of course. 

These centers are supposed to be in the same part of 
the brain that controls emotions. 
Relaxation of your muscles is thus a necessary prelude 
to natural sleep. Experience shows this to be fairly true. 
Relaxation can be learned. Good models are~the less 
imaginative lower animals, such as the cat, Practice in relax- 
ing your muscles at bedtime will help you fall asleep. 
Sometimes it helps you relax to put extra pillow on 
each ‘side of your; body and even under the knees. Some 
people are benefited by a light, not a heavy, meal at 
- bedtime —. particularly something warm and bland.

An additional dea tame supposes that ‘conditioning 
or training is important. Going to bed at the same time under 
the same conditions thus promotes sleep. We know by experi- 
ence this is important. 

Depth of sleep is not the same during your night's sleep. 
It varies from hour to hour, Experiments show that most 
adults are most deeply asleep at the end of the first hour. 
After that depth of sleep becomes less and less until waking. 

Childreti' seem to have two periods of deepest sleep — 
one during the first or second hour and the other between 
the eighth and ninth hours. Thus, they are benefited most 
by 10 hours of undisturbed sleep. | 

Sleep is usually lighter during the daytime than at 
night. Incidentally, all of your senses are not asleep to an 
equal degree. Smell and taste are most deeply asleep. Sleep 
is lighter. for pain, hearing and touch. This is fortunate 
because if hearing were more deeply asleep, you'd have even 
more trouble being awakened by the alarm clock or telephone. 

No two people need exactly the same amount of sleep 
to feel well. The older you become, the less sleep you actually 
need. For instance, although new-born infants need 18 to 20 
hours’ sleep a day, older adults get_along fine on five to seven 
hours of sleep. Older people naturally tend to awaken earlier 
than formerly. This sometimes needlessly disturbs them.

E VERYTIME a movie with a lot 


of swordplay in it comes to St,
